PATRONAGE ON THE INTER- 
COLONIAL. 


Mr. Graham and Patronage. 

The Dominion minister of fail- 
ways has been making a: speech, 
claiming that patronage in his de- 
partment has not greatly increased 
the cost of supplies. A Cassels 
inquiry would contradict Graham’s 
statement that purchases are made 
ptactically on business principles. 
Lodge bought Moncton lands on 
business principles for $5 075, and 
at once sold them on patronage 
principles to the government for 
$13,880. The Halifax land re- 
quired for the railway was bought 
on business principles for $18,588 
by Mr. Pearson, Pearson passed 
it over to the government on _pat- 
ronage principles for $45,400. On 
business principles, Graham would 
buy at first hand the commodities 
which he requires. On patronage 
principles he shuts out the produ- 
cer and gives the buriness at a 
higher price to an unnecessary 
middleman. 

The Middleman. 

On patronage principles the In- 
tercolonial has lubricated itself with 
oil costing nearly twice as much 
per thousand miles run as was 
paid by other trunk lines, on busi- 
ness principles. Makers ‘of wire 
fence and other equipment have 
paid commissions to men on the 
patronage list for the privileye of 
supplying the government. The 
minister says that he has adver- 
tised by circulars. He pays 25 
per cent rake-off above the priat- 
er’s price for these very circulars. 
He promises now to advertise 
through the papers and give ev- 
erybody a “chance. But even 
when he advertises he uses only 
the Liberal papers, which reach 
only half the people. An advertis- 
er on business principles would try 
to reach all the people. Graham 
takes care that his advertising does 
not reach the very persons who 
would give him competitive prices. 

Let Graham call on Judge Cas- 
sels, give him authority to enquire 
into the campaign contributions 
provided at the cost of the Inter- 
colonial, and into private rake-oft 
gathered in by his political friends. 
He will find that the marine de- 
partment is only in the kindergar- 
ten stage while his own is a grad- 
uate in the art of serving two 
masters,

Saskatoon, Dec. 18.—It is rum- 


ored here in railroad circles that 


the C. N. R. are shortly to take 
over the Calgary and Edmonton 
road, It is a fact that the work on 
the Goose Lake line to Calgary is 
being pushed with all speed, and 
it is expected that when spring 
opens work will start at both ends, 

The C. N.R. are known to owft 
a large site in Calgary for terminal 
facilities. 

MacKenzie and Mann built the 
C. & E. road and it is understood 
that the contract gave them an op- 
tion of purchase at the expiration 
of the C. P. R. lease, which hap- 
pens next year. This will cut the 
C. P. R£out of Edmonton for the 
present, as their road west of here 
ends at Wetaskiwin.

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New Caledonia,. Soon to Be Delivered 


From lis Prison Taint, Is a Fam- 
ovis Resort For Tourists—Strange 
Stories Told of French Prisoners— 
Murdetérs Are Said’ to. Make the 
Best Domestic Servants. 


New Caledonia, the beautiful island 
in the Pacific which ‘the French auv- 
thorities use as a penal settlement, 
will shortiy be free of this taint. The 
convict prisons are to be transferred 
to Devil’s, Island, and. other French 
possessions in that neighborhood. 

Although New Caledonia is at least 
a thousand miles from Australia, and 
well away ftom the beaten track of 
the tourist, it is the happy hunting- 
ground of many Australians by rea- 
son of its beautiful ‘climate, and 
picturesque scerery, and the :globe- 
trotter is a familiar figure there. The 
late Lord Dunmore, the famous sporte- 
man, hunter, adventurer, and Chris- 
tian Scientist, spent some months in 
the island inspecting some property 
on behalf of a well+known explora- 
tion syndicate. He was struck with 
the number of men attired in grey 
dress, who were acting as servants, 
and, making inquiries, was informed 
that they were eonvicts ‘hired out by 
the authorities. 

On one occasion he was informed 
by a French merchant, at whose 
house he was staying, that murder- 
ers usually made very good servants, 
and that settlers preferred, if possible, 
to hire a murderer than the ordinary 
criminal. 

“It seems a strange thing to say,” 
said his host, “but it is true.

But this excites no comment 
in an island where nearly everyone 
has “done something,” the only ex- 
ception being the goaler and official 
class, and a few visitors.

with several other species. These all 
ripen in early July. 

Fruit and flowers (wild): Rosse 
(wild) pale and red; tulips, violets. 
(both white and blue), lords’ and la- 
dies’ Arctic snowdrops, daisies, ane- 
mones (several varieties), hyacinths 
or moose flowers, besides at least, fifty 
other varieties, water lilies (both yel- 
low and ‘white), water violets and wa- 
ter daisies, forgetmenots, wild onions, 
wild rhéubarb and celery, canomite, 
heather, wild cherries etc., mosses 
and ferns and grasses. 

Trees: Jackpine, stunted and barren 
land; swamp jackpine with branches 
stretching out close to the ground, at 
times 10 to 12 feet long, beginning at 
2 inches thick. The height of the tree 
runs from 4 to 5 feet. It has a very 
hard wodd, but is brittle and full of 


gum; it has a pleasant smell and 
needles like jackpine or cypress. 
Spruce, larch or red pine (both 
swamp, small, and upland, large), 


poplar (three kinds), willow several 
varieties; birch, scrub and ordinary. 

Fish: Whitefish, 1 to 6 pounds, 
three varieties; trout, lake, 2 to 30 
pounds, large; river, 1-2 to 3 pounds, 
medium; tidal water jackfish, 1 to 20 
pounds; suckers 1 to 3 pounds; La 
Loche or Mari-Boch, 1 to 2 pounds: 
dories, 1 to 2 pounds; sturgeon, 1 to 
50 pounds; herring, 1-4 to 3-4 pound; 
eels, large and small; crabs, fresh 
and salt water; lobsters, small turtles, 
shellfish and clams, various. 

Ants of many varieties also are 
found here. There houses at times 
20 feet in circumference and several) 
feet high. The carcase of an an:ma! 
say a fox, wolf, mink or even small 
deer if placed near an ant heap wil! 
in a few days be picked clean. 

The coast is noted for owls. In 
spring (April 16 to 25) migratory birds 
arrive, going north, and they pass 
south Aug..20 to 30, and leave the 
coast before the end of October. 

Snow birds are the first to arrive: 
fall duck, cranes and plover the last 
to go‘ away. Pelican and northern 
divers have been reported as having 
wintered at some of the cascade open 
water tunnels. 

Snakes, lizards, leeches, and frogs 
are noticed in several varieties, but 
are not poisonous. 

The aurora shooting stars, constal 
lations, plants and stars are general- 
ly very bright and beautiful. 

The mirage is at times very won- 
derful, as many as 3,and 4 strata of 
hills and lake, ridgés known to be 
over 50 miles distant will appear in 
every shape in vicinity—almost super- 
natural in appearance. 


The Canadian Girl.

“The Canadian girl seems to be a 
medium between the English and the 
American. She is brought up with 
English traditions, having ‘learned 
from our wistful mothers to call Old 
England ‘“‘home,’’’ and even the tre- 
er, less conventional life of a new 
country cannot destroy feelings and 
customs and ideas so deeply rooted. 
She is less independent and assertive 
than the American girl, and she leav- 
ens the attitude of the American to- 
wards men with a little touch of Eng- 
lish reserve.
